These remarks were, of course, calleid forth 


by the allegation frequently rriade .by^the, un- 
thinking that'graft and ro^^ 
ness is a product peculiar to our .democratic in- 
stitutions and : form of goverrimeht.; "Evidently; 
the Reverend Bishop above quoted has no illus- 
ions on that sco're, for he went on to declare that . 
,the prevalence of graft, corruption and abuse.of 
official power and social and business opportunity 
is as wide spread in Great Britain and the con- 
tinent as it is on this side of the big pond.'. 
• .- 


Ours is a. government of public opinion and 


every man is. free to express his convictions;on 
any matter.of public policy or the:usurpation :of 
authority by.a private concern or 
individual. 


Consequently a great clamor must be raised be- 
fore anything -of. moment can her.accornplished 
that effects -the body politic/ ;In \rnonarchical 
Europe if is different. There the vtfnolc; govern- 
ment, social arid business fabric is builioh a rev- 
erence, for an established' order, where classes 
are as distinct as are thci layers in a chocolate 
cake, where each stratum ,of society-; boyvs.down 
in reverence to the:'layer,'above and .it is lese 
majesty to. attribute anything but worthy mo- 
tives to the superior order by the inferior. The 
familiar phrase "the king can do no wrong" most 
clearly defines the respect that is common in 
those countries of undisputed obedience ,to the 
will of royalty and aristocracy.

pressed and condoned because of the social stand- 
ing of the culprit. The European press finds- it 
necessary to be exceedingly circumspect and cau- 
tious in exposing, rascality in its larger forms lest 
in ferreting out -the culprits .the- ruling' families 
be1 involved.
